British rule in- the present day means 
sel£-goverament. The day has passed 
, when dictation vrna received from the 
•'Mother country. British -wide spread 
possessions are no longer in a state of 
tutela^'e, but are loft to act for them- 
selves. Siicli privileges, while con- 
ferring liberty of actiou, bring also with 
-them great responsibilities. Nowhere 
J will such responsibilities Tjg more con- 
^ spicuous than in coniniunities liko that 
of British Columbia with limited popu- 
lation — and that population, aspioueers, 
busy with its own affairs. If illus- 
b'trationa of the truth of this remark be 
wanting, we need but refer to the 
severe ordeal Responsible Government 
has experienced since its introduction 
in this Province, and of tbo troubles 
that yet await it. Every change of 
Ministry shows the difficulty of finding 
■eligible material to meet the demand; 
arid unless in the future more public 
spirit be evinced to elect the right men 
to fill , the position of legislators, at 
no remote date wo shall tind our- 
selves governed by tlioso whoso know- 
ledge and social standing but little quali- 
fies them for the position of an office 
holder. But the trials of self-govern- 
ment are by no means limited to the 
Legislature. The difficulties incidental 
to legislative matters crop out witli 
equal force in matters jMunicipal, and 
are exhibited in every call for the election 
of fit and proper men to fill the positions 
of office. We feel wo should bo wanting 
in duty did we not atthisjuncturo bring 
prominently under notice the claims 
imposed by self-government and the 
necessity of public spirit being awak- 
ened to tiie importance of rightly con- 
stituting our future City CouneiL Al- 
ready a step has been taken in the 
right direction in the requisition num- 
erously signed calling upon Councillor 
Turner to fill the otKce of Mayor. 
The past Municipal career of Coun- 
cillor Turner is before the citizens. 
His policy is well-known. That policy 
is one of careful eflbrt to keep the ex- 
pcadituro within the i-evenue, and to 
see that the funds are judiciously dealt 
with. Thenumeroussignaturesapponded 
to his requisition are ample endorsement 
that his policy is approved of. 
It will now be incumVient on :;lio rate- 
payers to put forward as candidates at 
the-'ensuiug Municipal eleutiiu, men 
who will sustain Councillor Ti bner in 
his position as mayor. It vould be 
idle — nay, a mockery — a downright 
stultification to jjlaco him in that posi- 
tion, if rendei'cd powerless by the an- 
tagonism of a clique. Of all institutions 
none are more exposed to the dangers 
from a clique or party influence than 
City Councillors. Those must indeed 
be blind, with the facts of the past star- 
ing them in the face, who have not dis- 
covered thi.s. It now rests withthcciti- 
zens to be up and doing — to urge the 
right men to come forward, and then 
to rally round and support them. Wn 
would remind the rate-payers tliat pro- 
crastination may possibly lead to tlie 
nomination of candidates nnwortliy of 
the position to which they aspire. 
The iron must therefore bo struck 
whilst it is hot and immediate action 
taken. We know of several citizens 
qualified in overy respect to represent 
the material interests of the city, but 
they must be assured of thepolicy of their 
probable colieaguesbeforetheycanbo in- 
duced to ofFor their services pro bono 
publico. We are glad, however, to ob- 
serve the candidature of citizens who 
are prepared to frown down monop- 
olies and rings, for we apprehend that 
a change in the Municipal Government 
is at times as nvcessary as a change in 
any other representative body. 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT FOR 
MINES. 



There seems to bo no end to the uses 
to v^hich the electric light may bo ap- 
plied. The London Mining Journal 
points out that, aside from its other ad- 
vantages, the success of this light would 
solve a most important problem affect- 
ing the lives of many persons now 
working in mines. "There appears to 
be no reason," says the Journal, "why 
electricity should not be made applica- 
ble for mining; instead of lamps, and 
this would affect what our mining engi- 
neers and foremost chemists have long 
been looking for. It would give the 

..men a light such as they have never 
dreamed of, enabling them to get a 
much larger quantity of coal in a given 
time than it is possible for them to 
bring down by the light cf the lamp, 
which barely suffices to make the black- 
ness of the working places visible. It 
would benefit both masters and men, 
and greater safety would be insured, 
for explosions would be all but impos- 
sible, whilst the miners would bo better 
able to guard against falls of roofs and 
coal." The comments of the Journal 

. are worthy of more than mere passing 
notice at the hands of coal proprietors 
at Nahaimo and elsewhere. A few 

jdayajBince Sen- '■,or Sharon introduced 
a new electric light machine and en- 
gine at the Palace Hotel, San Prancis- 
co, at a co.st of about ."33,500. There 
are four lights supplied with 300 can- 
dle power, which is much stronger 
than the old light. The running of 
the electric light costs less than- §5 per 
night, against $50 per night for - gas. 
New lamps have been placed , in the 
restaurant dining-room and at the en- 
trance to' the court. 



. i AN OPPBESSTVE MEASURE. 

We are constantly in receipt of com- 
■ munications from bona fide settlers 
complaining of the opprcs-^ive, and in 
many instances cruel operation of the 
act passed last session by the Local 
Government imposing 25 per cent, in- 
tei-est on debts for Crown lands, or in 
default of payraonfc actual sale tberoofj: 



Our correspondents state that they 
purchased land from the vjGoyenunent 
with the distinct undersfenduig that 
payment would not be due until two 
years after surveys had been made, and 
even then they were to havii six months' 
notice in the Gazette or three mouths' 
notice from the Laud Office; aud this 
notice was only to apply to the first in- 
stalment, the second instalment not 
falling due until twelve months after 
the first paj'ment had elapsed. Our 
correspondents very naturally com- 
plain of the injustice of the Govern- 
ment ignoring these conditions, and 
without yfprd. or warning'claiming pay- 
ment in full' with an illegal interest 
added. The Governuicnt may not be 
aware of the fact, but it nevertheless 
oxist.s, that their bill will bethe meansof 
driving many valuable settlers from 
the country and bringing di.saster and 
sorrow to the hearths of the tillers of 
soil. This is the policy of a govern- 
ment pledged to afford protection to 
the farmer. It is high time that a 
spade should ho called a spado and a 
wolf in sheep's clothing be unmasked. 



DuiiiKG the holiday season express and 
mails for Cariboo and way places will 
close on Saturday evenings, to connect

MURDER AT FORT WRANGEL 



TEE FBOFLS ADlimZSTBK JT7S- 
TICE. 



A cold-blooded luiirdL-r wii.s porpctrated 
at Fort Wrangol on the oveniiij; of tho 
13th iust. From iuforiiiatiou received by 
tho fltoamor C:iliforni;i, wliicli arrived from 
tho Nortli at Burrard Inlet on Sunday 
last, we gather tliat provioiia to tho d:iy 
of the murder a fiylit had taken place be- 
tween two men named Powers and West. 
John Boyd, a native of the Southern 
States, who Bcema to have taken an in- 
terest in the allair, wont into tho house of 
fi cooper named jMcCully to procure a 
pioco of raw beef to put on tho oyo of oiio 
of the pugilists. Whilst there he used 
bad language and to all intents and pur- 
poses w.as spoiling for a fight. Previous 
to this he had, after much iini)ortunity, 
borrowed u revolver from a man named 
Sanderson. Having got the piece of meat 
for the injured man, Boyd proceeded to 
Daicker's Saloon, whore he threatened to 
kill any man who was a friend of Powers 
and commenced to abuse !I\IcCnlly. Thoa. 
O'Brien, wlio was well ac(juainted with 
Boyd, approached him in a friendly man- 
ner and asked him what ailed him, at the 
same time placing a hand on his shoiildui 
and telling him that thcru wus no occaaioii 
to call everybody he met hard names. 
O'Brien did not anticipate any trouble 
with him, but directly ho had given 
liini thesf) few words of friendly ad- 
vice Boyd drew the full-cocked pistol from 
the breast-pockofc of his coat, i>lacod i'. 
against O'Brien's heart, fired and killed 
him on the spot. Immediately the grav- 
ity of tho crime became known tho citi- 
zens of Fort Wrangel threatened to seizo 
Boyd and lynch liim. On second tlioughts 
it would seem, however, tliat' they com- 
municated with Colonel Crittenden, Col- 
lector of Chistotns, and asked liim to take 
charge of the murderer. Col. Crittenden 
declined, stating that he had no jurisdic- 
tion in tlie case, and informed tho citizens 
that they wore tho law. The citizens 
.thereupon called a meeting, fonneil an 
armed protective committee and timk the 
murderer in charge. The ue.xt day a 
meeting of all Wrangel was convened, 
Mr. Gcorgo Nuwell being votod to tho 
chair. Tho meeting having conferred on 
tho chairman tho power to appoint three 
judges, Mr. Nowoll selected I\Ii>ssrs. W. 
J. Stephens, I. Froliman aiulD. I'^Iannery 
to act in tliat capacity. Tlie jiri.soner was 
then arraigned on a charge of wilful mur- 
der, and was permitted to namo his own 
jurymen. A jury was then cmpannelled, 
consisting of W. j\r. lionnett, James 
Smith, A. Dennis, J. Wynn, D. Carson, 
Hans Miller, D. McFaddon, C. Dermott, 
J. Freetliy, J. Bowen, C. Brown and F. 
Sweeney. The prisoner was defended by 
Mr. D. McKinnon, tjie prosecution be- 
ing conducted by Mr.~ G. Now ell. Hav- 
ing heard tho evidence the jury retired 
for consultation and after an aljsence of 
three qu.arters of. an hour brought in a 
verdict of "guiltj' of murder in the first 
degree." Tho dcalli sentence was then 
passed upon the jirisoner who was hanged 
atO.lD on tho morning of tlic lOih iust. 
. in the presence of upwards of ROO Indians 
and almost the entire population of Fcirt 
Wrangel. To jirevent any breach nf the 
peace during the executionan armed body 
consisting of 4.0 citizens was formed. No 
disturbance, however, occurred, and after 
the body of tho murderer had hnno; one 
hour it was cut down and lu .'onvly in- 
terred. Thoniiis 0'Bri'.-n, the u .'fi '-^uoaie 
victim of thu allair, was a native of Now 
York, and formerly kept Little Lake 
House on the Cariboo Road, about 12 
miles from the Forks of Quesnellc. Boyd 
has a bad reputation and has always been 
in trouble. A few years since ho drew ah 
ugly looking knifo on a man in Casaiar, 
•md threatened to take his life. It is the 
general opinion at Fort Wrangel that be 
has mot with his deserts. A confession 
ho made a sliort time before ho was 
hanged is said to be fuU of dreadful de- 
tails. It has not yot been made public.

goods and state that jicvor before have wo 
seen tho stores of our principle thorough- 
fares so well and beautifully stocked.

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Dec. 18.. — One of the 
events of yesterday in financial circles 
was the sale of gold at 100.

The 
opening price was 100^, and closed at 
100, sales and bid. It was currently 
reported that there was a disruption of 
the bull clique in stocks, and that some 
large bulls had secretly sold out. 

New Yoric, Dec 18. — Justin E. 
Colburii; U. S. consul general for the 
City of Mexico, died there or. the 2d 
of December of consumption. 

President Babcock presided at a 
meeting of the directors of the Pacific 
Jifail Steamship Compnny to-day and 
reported that after several conferences 
with the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific railroads, a basis for a new 
contract with them for one year lias 
been agi-ee'd upon. The directors then 
agreed to sign tho new contract. Tho 
meeting was secret and tho directors 
refuse to make public the basis of set- 
tlement beyond admitting that it is 
much more favorable to the Pacific 
Mail than was tho old. 

New York, Dec. 19.— ilr. Jainioson, 
anoEnglish consul in China, states in a 
recent report that, iiotwithstandi'ng the 
liberal subscriptions made by foreign- 
ers in aid of the faniiiio suflerers, the 
better classes would rather see foreign- 
ers beyond the border than acknow- 
ledge the value of their assistance. Re- 
cipients of aid, however, have shown 
much gi'atitude, and missionaries have 
been brought into bettor favor among 
them by elibrts to allay Kufl'ering. The 
I'ost, commenting on the above, says 
that it is a curious fact that while op- 
position to Chinamen in this country 
comfts-from the laboring classes, the 
opposition to Americans and Europeans 
in China is found among men of rank 
and wealth. 

CiNCiN.NATi, Dee. 19. — Excitement 
was created in financial circles last eve- 
ning by a report that the banking 
house of C. P. Adams & Co. had sus 
pendcd. Tl>e firm has sustained a 
heavy drain ui)on deposits for the past 
year, and as there wa.s apparently no 
prospect of a cliaiige in nihiirs, an as- 
signment was made at a late hour last 
evening. Tiie liabilities are stated to 
be .$700,000, of which amount §680,- 
000 is in time certificates and the re- 
mainder due on call. 

Ikdianai'olis, Dec. 20. — The Indian- 
apolis Savings Bank suspended this 
morning. Liabilities to depositors, 
8202,000. Tho bank has a surplus of

of the Viceroy iiiitl'^ Governor-General 
of India. By this terrible and unfor- 
sceii stroke niy heart has been over- 
whelmed with grief and anguish, for it 
can scarce occur again in days so out of 
joint as these that the world will see 
another ;?so| .tiniversally beloved and 
esteemed for Siis many liigh and ex- 
cellent qualiti^ as him who is now in 
the spirit land. All great ami wise 
men have ever regarded this transitory 
world as a resting-place for a single 
night or as an overllowing and chang- 
ing stream, and have nevori ceased to 
remind their fellows tliat they must 
pass beyond it and leave all behind 
them. It is, tiiercfore, incumbent on 
men not to fix their nflcetions on per- 
ishable things during tho course 
of their short lives, which are, 
as it were, a loan to them from 
above. Naught remains to the friends 
and survivors of him wdio is gone from 
among us but patience and resignation. 
The unvarying friciidshi|) and kindness 
displayed towards nic by liiin who is 
now no more had induced nio to deter- 
mine, if the aft'airs of Afghanistan at 
the time permitted tho step, to accoin- 
])any His Excellency on his return to 
England, so that I might obtain the 
gratification of a ])ersonal interview 
with Her IMajesty the Queen, and de- 
rive pleasure from traveling in the 
countries of luirojie. Before tho eter- 
miUy predestined decres.s, liowcver, 
men must bow in silence. ^ A crooked 
and perverse fate always interferes to 
prevent the successful attainment by 
any liuuian being of his most cherished 
desires. What more can be said or 
written to express niy grit!f and sor- 
row ? It is niy earnest wish that your 
Excellency, wherever you may be, will 
in future communicate to me accounts 
of your health, and inform me of your 
name nnd titles, that I may be enabled 
to address niy letters correctly. — S. F.
